$800,000 in Capital Projects 
Presented to Outlay Committee 


Representatives of the Park De- 
partment, Public Works Depart- 
ment and the Fire Survey Commis- 
sion appeared before the Capital 
Outlay Committee at City Hall last 
night to argue for $800,000 worth 
of capital projects which they have 
recommended that the city under- 
take during 1949. 

The biggest program was pre- 
sented by Commissioner of Public 
Works Archie K. Sloper whose list 
of projects would cost an estimat- 
ed $400,000.

The Fire Survey Commission, 
which recommended an. outlay of 
$489,000 in its report to the mayor 
last summer, told the committee 
that about $350,000 should: be spent 
next year to start the program.

$63,000 off the proposed appropria> 
tions of five city departments this 
morning in his second day of prun- 
ing the 1949 budget requests that 
were filed at his office last month. 

Today’s biggest cut—$44,000—was 
handed to the Department of Public 
Welfare, but it was explained that 
rriost of this saving was due to fed- 
eral grant-in-aid income that could 
not have been predicted at the time 
that Commissioner Hodecker pre- 
pared his 1949 estimates. The old 
age assistance account was reduced 
from $403,000 to $381,000, aid to 
dependent children from $132,000 
to $123,000, general relief from 
$183,000 to $172,700, and adminis- 
trative expenses from. $8220 to 
$6280. 

The Department of Parks and 
Recreation sustained the second 
biggest cut. Its request for $140,- 
635 was pared to $123,553, which 
nevertheless represents a substan- 
tial increase over the $106,042 
spent by the department last year.

Most of the Park Department 
cut came in the personal service 
account, where proposed expendi- 
tures of nearly $14,000 were elim- 
inated by the mayor. This reduc- 
tion included pruning Parks Super-

allowance. 

The only budget to emerge from 
the mayor’s office unscathed was’ 
the Licensing Board’s, which was | 
boosted from $3305 to. $3634. This} 
was due to a $329 increase given to 
the clerk of the board to bring his 
pay into line with the new salary 
ordinance. 


Together with some $23,000 
slashed from 10 minor budgets yes- 
terday, this morning’s pruning 
brings this week’s total cut to) 
about $85,000.

Companionship and Recreation 
For the Elderly 


-While there is much pressure from 
interested , quarters to lower the age 
when individuals become eligible for old 
age assistance, there are many responsi- 
ble people who take the opposite view. 
Many employers find that there is no par- 
ticular age at which efficiency begins to 
decline; it is an individual matter. Nor 
can it be taken for granted that the 
young are better workers than the old. 
The elderly usually are more conscien- 
tious, more responsible, less distracted by 
their social affairs, and generally more 
dependable than their juniors, Finally, 
among the opponents’ of compulsory re- 
tirement are found a considerable pro- 
portion of those eligible. Those of ex- 
ceptional ability, who enjoy and take 
pride in their work, and who are bored 
by the prospect of hanging around doing 
nothing for the remainder of their lives, 
resent compulsory retirement, and when 
they can, get full or part time jobs which 
they can fill. 

One thing is certain—with the greater 
longevity consequent to medical progress, 
the number of the aged in the population

Surplus Building Prohibitive Unless

tained information about a sim- 
ilar Navy-surplus building recent- 


ly purchased and_ installed by 


Springfield College. , 
“On the basis of what we learned 


yesterday,” the mayor said, “the 
‘only way’ I can now see the city 


going ahead with this project is if 
we can persuade the federal gov- 


‘ernment to pay the cost of dis- 


mantling the building and trans- 
porting it here.” 


Project Not To Die 


He added, however, that “we are 
not going to let the matter drop” 
and said that all possibilities for 
cutting the cost will be explored 
fully. 

Prior to the Springfield trip, it 
had been estimated that the cost 
of bringing the building to Pitts- 
field and setting it up here would 
run to about $100,000. Although 
the mayor did not disclose the spe-

‘the estimates after an exhaustive 
Bite Us Sat survey of the proposed 
site, 


In addition to the $83,000, another 
$24,000 would be necessary for. 
‘construction of wunder-the-stand' 
Shower rooms, toilet. facilities, and 
concession booths, according to the 
Hussey engineers. This would 
bring the total cost to $107,000.

Chairman Frederick M. Myers 
of the Capital Outlay Committee 
disclosed this morning that his 
group has definitely not closed the 
door on plans for a Wahconah Park 
grandstand, despite its refusal to 
recommend the project to the 
mayor and City Council two weeks 
ago. 

He stated that the committee’s 
objections to the grandstand pro- 
posal had not been based on op- 
position to the expenditures in- 
volvéd but solely to the technical 
question of. whether the plans, for 
pile-driving at the grandstand site 
are adequate. 

“We were not Satisfied,” he said, 


» “that the method of piling proposed 
-in the plans would prove sufficient 


to do the job properly. Until we 
are satisfied on. that score, we 
cannot recommend going ahead 
with the grandstand.”

in victory last night as a resounding majority of the City 
Council authorized immediate expenditure of $115,000 for a 
| 1500-seat structure at Wahconah Park. 


_ Ready for 1950 Season 

‘With the last hurdle now crossed, 
‘it appeared virtually certain today 
that the new "grandstand—includ- 


ing dressing rooms and other fa- 
cilities—will be ready for. the start 
of the 1950 baseball season. Bar- 
ring possible delays in preparing 
plans or letting the contract, work 
‘on the project.can be expected to 
get under way shortly after the 
Indians .complete’ their current 
schedule. 

In reaching its decision last 
night, the Council flatly rejected 
a recommendation from its Finance 
Committee, which refused to en- 
dorse the grandstand project at a 
meeting two nights ago, 

This reversal was not unexpect- 
ed, but even the most optimistic 
backers of the grandstand were 
surprised at the size of the Coun- 
cil majority. When the final vote 
was taken, only Ward 6 Council- 
man Edward T. McGovern was re- 
corded in opposition to the project. 

Instrumental in this lop-sided 
verdict were pro-grandstand votes 
from George A. Purnell and Mrs. 
Leonora Goerlach, both of whom 
had been against the project when 
it was before the Finance Com- 
mittee. ; 

Purnell’s change of heart was 
not evident until the close of last 
night’s debate when he finally an- 
nounced that he would withdraw 
his objections because he had be- 
come convinced that “the new 
Grandstand Commission will do 
what it can” to make the grand- 
stand usable for high school ath- 
Jetics as well.as for professional 
baseball, 

Earlier in. the evening Purnell 
condemned what he called the 
“ozar-like attitude’ of the Park 


— 


Purnell also caused some sur- 
prise by stating that he was satis- 
fied that the Park Commission 
would protect the city’s grandstand 
investment by extracting a higher 
Wahconah Park rental fee from 
the Pittsfield Indians once the 
grandstand is in use. At the Fi-. 
nance Committee meeting two 
nights ago he had argued that the 
City Council rather than the Park 
Commission should determine the 
extra revenue that ;the city would 
get. from the ball club. 


Mrs. Goerlach announced her 
change of opinion midway in last 
night’s debate, stating that she had 
received assurances from Boston 
that there was virtually no, possi- 
bility that..Pittsfield’s request, for 
permission to float a $6,000,009 
school building loan would be de- 
nied by the Legislature, Her stand 
in the Finance Committee meeting 
had been that the city should not 
spend money on adult recreation 
until it had been assured that its 
est needs could be taken care 
of. 

“In view of the information that 
I now have,’ Mrs, Goerlach told 
the Council last night, “I will exer- 
cise a woman’s privilege and; 
change my mind.” 

The question of ,making the 
grandstand adaptable for football 
as well as baseball was about the 
only controversial *point raised 
during the half-hour debate, Coun-!
